Subject:  Statistical  Appendix  Handbook. 

This  Handbook  supercedes  the  one   published  in  July  1961.   The  Handbook 
contains  instructions  and  sample  tables  to  be  followed  by  the  Washing- 
ton, State f   Land  and  District  Offices  when  preparing  tables  for  publi- 
cation in  the  Statistical  Appendix.   As  its  full  title  indicates ,  the 
document  is  an  appendix  to  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Director.   It 
should  contain  the  detail,  primarily  in  statistical  form,  which  enables 
us  as  directors  and  managers  to  review  each  and  every  aspect  of  our 
operations  and  programs  annually.  Furthermore,  as  a  printed  publication 
which  receives  wide  distribution  to  members  of  Congress,  educational  and 
research  institutions,  private  industry  and  individual  citizens,  the 
Statistical  Appendix  helps  fulfill  our  responsibility,  as  a  government 
origanization,  to  provide  a  permanent  public  record  of  our  actions  and 
how  they  have  affected  the  public  lands  and  resources  under  our  juris- 
diction. 


Appendices  published  in  prior  years  have  provided  valuable  information 
to  those  both  within  and  outside  government.   Data  found  in  previous 
appendices  furnish  one  of  the  most  composite  .pictures  of  our  public 
land  history  in  existence.   They  may  be  and  have  been  the  bases  for 
many  analyses  of  the  history  of  management,  development,  conservation 
and  administration  of  our  vast  natural  wealth.   These  analyses  In  turn 
may  assist  us  in  improving  our  policies,  evaluating  our  progress  and, 
in  general,  keeping  our  operations  turned  to  the  needs  of  the  country 
in  pace  with  the  rapid  changes  that  characterize  our  time. 

I  look  to  the  Statistical  Appendix,  as  many  others  do,  as  the  one  official 
source  of  the  types  of  data  it  contains.   The  importance  of  integrity  and 
accuracy  in  its  compilation  and  preparation  cannot,  therefore,  be  over- 
emphasized.

ACCURACY  AND  INTEGRITY 


official  source  document  for  the  types  of  data  it  contains,  both  for 
use  within  the  Bureau  and  for  other  government  agencies,  Congress  and 
the  public  at  large,  then  integrity  and  accuracy  deserve  and  must  be 
given  first  consideration.   The  integrity  of  data  as  it  appears  in  the 
published  document  essentially  depends  upon  two  factors:   First,  pains 
taken  by  creators  or  originators  of  the  figures  that  contribute  to  or 
are  identifiable  in  the  final  publication  to  insure  that  the  data  are 
the  best  available  and  reflect  true  conditions  as  nearly  as  possible; 
second,  that  processors  and  consolidators  of  the  original  data  are 
equally  meticulous  in  compiling  and  checking  tabular  data  they  send 
forward  to  insure  that  original  integrity  is  not  threatened  by  arith- 
metic error. 

Arithmetic  accuracy  also  affects  time  s^chdules  at  successive 
levels  of  processing  within  the  Bureau.   The  tight  schedules  established 
at  the  point  of  final  preparation  for  submission  of^bA'c^w./  o£w?y's£-i'c.& 

pyrfftey  require  that  the  first  submission  of  data  by  any  level  be  arith- 
metically correct.   Therefore,  processors  and  consolidators  will  machine 
check,  each  final  table  before  forwarding  to  the  State  and /or  Washington 
offices  for  processing.   Columns  should  be  added  across  as  well  as  down, 
wherever  possible.   This  serves  as  a  double  check.   EACH  WASHINGTON 
STAFF  OFFICE  THAT  ORIGINATES  OR  CONSOLIDATES  TABLES  SHALL  ATTACH  THE 
ADDING  MACHINE  TAPES  TO  THE  TABLES  SUBMITTED  TO  THE  DIVISION  OF  PLANNING , 
Simple  mistakes  in  arithmetic  frequently  cannot  be  dependably  reconciled 
by  the  receiving  office.   All  submissions  received  which  contain  such 
errors  will  be  returned  to  the  originating  office  for  correction.

Use 
arabic  numerals  to  designate  the  part  number. 

5.  Indicate  the  table  number  or  numbers  in  which  data  cited  in  the  body 
of  the  analysis  appears,  at  the  end  of  the  sentence  or  paragraph  in 
which  the  data  are  cited,  using  parentheses,  show  the  appropriate 
table  number,  i.e.,  (table  6j) . 

6.  The  summary  analysis  should  not  be  written  until  the  compilation  of 
tables  in  PART  1  has  been  completed. 

7.  The  Chief,  Division  of  Planning  in  the  Director's  Office  will  be 
responsible  for  writing  the  summary  analysis  for  PART  1  of  the

Definitions  of  terms 

(A  list  of  selected  terms  found  in  various  tables  in  PART  1  will  be 
defined  and  printed  immediately  following  the  summary  analysis). 

Acquired  land 

Land  in  Federal  ownership  which  are  not  public  lands  as  defined 
below,  acquired  lands  having  been  obtained  by  the  Government 
through  purchase,  condemnation  or  gift,  or  by  exchange  for  pur- 
chased, condemned  or  donated  lands,  or  for  timber  on  such  lands. 

Disposition 

A  transaction  which  leads  to  the  transfer  of  title  of  public  lands, 
and /or  resources  upon  or  in  these  lands,  from  the  Federal  Government. 


Inland  water  area 

Includes  permanent  inland  water  surface ,  such  as  lakes,  ponds, 
and  reservoirs,  having  ^0  acres  or  more  of  area;  streams,  sloughs, 
estuaries,  and  canals  l/8  of  a  statute  mile  or  more  in  width; 
deeply  indented  embayments  and  sounds,  and  other  coastal  waters 
behind  or  sheltered  by  headlands,  or  islands  separated  hy  less 
than  one  nautical  mile  of  water,  and  islands  having  less  than 
k-0   acres  of  area. 

Land  area 

Includes  dry  land  and  land  temporarily  or  partially  covered  hy 
water,  such  as  marsh  land,  swamps  and  river  flood  plains;  streams, 
sloughs,  estuaries,  and  canals  less  than  l/8  of  a  statute  mile  in 
width;  and  lakes,  reservoirs,  and  ponds  having  less  than  k-0   acres 
of  water  surface  area. 

National  forest 

A  designated  area  of  reserved  Federal  land,  set  aside  for  timber, 
watershed  or  a  variety  of  purposes  determined  by  the  national 
resource  values  involved,  and  administered  and  managed  by  the 
Forest  Service  in  the  U.  S,  Department  of  Agriculture. 

0  &  C  lands 

Public  lands  in  western  Oregon  which  were  granted  to  the  Oregon 
Central  railroad  companies  (later  the  Oregon  and  California  Rail- 
road Company)  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  railroads,  but  which 
were  later  forfeited  and  returned  to  the  Federal  Government  by 
revestment  of  title.  The.  term  "0  &  C  lands"  as  often  used  includes 
reference  also  to  the  reconveyed  Coos  Bay  Military  Wagon  Road  lands 
which  are  public  lands  in  western  Oregon  that  were  once  granted  to 
the  State  of  Oregon  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  Coos  Bay 
Military  Wagon  Road,  but  were  later  forfeited  and  returned  to  Federal 
ownership  by  reconveyance .

Correct  distribution  of  the  lands  among  the  various 
counties  is  important,  since  allocations  of  BLM  and  other 
receipts  as  well  as  other  reports  are  made  from  these  data.

b.  Column  2.  -  Vacant  public  lands 

The  classes  of  lands  which  are  considered  vacant  public 
lands  are  enumerated  in  instruction  for  table  lib . 

Reserved  Lands 

c.  Column  3°  -  Land  utilization  (LU)  lands 

Include  all  Bankhead- Jones  Farm  tenant  Act  (title  III)  lands 
transferred  to  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  BLM,,  Furnish 
additional  information  for  LU  lands  only  as  indicated  in  the 
table  format  on  the  lower  part  of  the  form. 

d.  Column  4.  -  Other  BLM  reserved  lands 

This  column  should  include  the  various  classes  of  public  lands 
which  are  reserved  for  public  purposes,  but  are  administered 
exclusively  by  BLM,  This  column  should  include  such  with- 
drawals as  stock  driveways,  public  water  reserves,  withdrawals 
for  classification,  withdrawals  in  aid  of  legislation,  with- 
drawals to  facilitate  land  exchanges,  etc.  Power  site  reserves 
should  be  reported  in  this  column  despite  the  interest  of  the 
Federal  Power  Commission. 

This  column  should  be  adequately  footnoted  so  that  every  with- 
drawal can  be  identified  and  if  necessary  tabulated  by  classes. 
You  will  notice  that  if  the  same  lands;,  are  covered  by  two  or 
more  withdrawals,  that  fact  should  be  shown  in  the  footnotes. 
Example?  A  footnote  which  shows  "power  site  reserve  and  stock 
driveway,  5  acres"  means  that  these  5  acres  are  covered  com- 
pletely both  by  a  power  site  reserve  and  a  stock  driveway.  It 
does  not  mean  that  3  acres  are  covered  by  a  power  site  reserve 
and  2  acres  by  a  stock  driveway,  or  any  other  such  combination. 

In  the  event  that  a  BLM  reservation  is  blanketed  by  a  withdrawal 
which  takes  the  lands  out  of  BLM  grazing  jurisdiction,  the  lands 
should  be  reported  in  Column  10  only.   If  a  BLM  reservation  is 
covered  by  ,a  withdrawal  for  another  agency,  and  if  BLM  retains 
grazing  jurisdiction,  the  lands  should  be  reported  in  Column  5 
or  Column  6  as  the  case  may  be,  and  not  in  Column  3  or  k. 

Extreme  care  should  be  taken  to  identify  each  withdrawal  properly.

Columns  5  and  6-  -  Other  Federal  lands 

These  columns  should  include  all  withdrawn  and  reserved  lands  which 
are  under  the  primary  jurisdiction  of  other  agencies.   If  we  retain  the 
grazing  fees  from  such  lands,  they  should  be  listed  in  Column  5-   If  we 
turn  the  fees  over  to  another  agency,  the  lands  should  be  listed  in 
Column  6.   If  no  grazing  fees  are  collected  from  such  lands,  they  should 
be  reported  in  Column  6. 

These  columns  should  be  footnoted  in  the  same  manner  as  Column  h   and 
should  include  such  withdrawals  as  reclamation  withdrawals,  wildlife 
refuges,  land-utilization  projects,  Army  withdrawals,  Air  Force  with- 
drawals, Wavy  withdrawals,  air  navigation  sites,  etc.,  providing,  of 
course,  that  we  administer  their  grazing  resources  under  an  agreement 
with  the  agency  having  primary  jurisdiction.

Column  9-  -  Total 

This  column  should  be  a  total  of  Columns  2  through  8. 

Lands  Administered  by  Other  Owners 

Column  10.  -  Federal  lands 

This  column  should  include  all  Federal  lands  within  the  exterior  boun- 
daries of  grazing  districts,  the  grazing  resources  of  which  we  do  not 
administer.  Large  reservations  such  as  National  forests  and  Indian 
reservations,  over  which  BEM  would  not  possibly  secure  grazing  juris- 
diction under  cooperative  agreements,  should  generally  be  considered 
as  not  within  the  exterior  boundaries  of  grazing  districts  and  should 
not  be  reported  on  this  tabulation.  This  column  should  be  footnoted 
in  the  same  manner  as  Columns  k,    5,  and  6  when  necessary.

Certification: 

The  act  of  final  approval  of  a  State  selection  by  the  Director; 
also,  the  document  which  attests  to  the  truth  or  authenticity  of 
papers  attached  to  it. 

Disposition: 

A  transaction  which  leads  to  the  transfer  of  title  to  public  lands, 
and/or  resources  in  these  lands,  from  the  Federal  Government. 

Entry: 

An  application  to  acquire  title  to  public  lands: 
Allowed  entry: 

An  application  to  acquire  title  to  public  lands  which  has  been  approved,

Where  the  applicant  is  permitted  to  proceed  with  earning  title  to  the 

land  or  as  a

Where  the  entryman  pays  cash  or  its  equivalent,  or  a 
Commuted  entry:

Unperfected  entry: 

An  original  entry  has  been  allowed,  but  the  entryman  has  not  met  all 

of  the  requirements  of  the  law  and/or  regulations  to  permit  him  to

Exchange : 

A  transaction  whereby  the  Federal  government  receives  land  in  exchange 
for  other  land  and/or  timber. 

Private  exchange : 

An  exchange  between  the  Federal  government  and  any  landowner  other 
than  a  State . 

State  exchange: 

An  exchange  between  the  Federal  government  and  a  State. 

Taylor  Grazing  Act  exchange: 

An  exchange  which  is  consumated  under  the  provisions  of  section  8  of 
the  Taylor  Grazing  Act. 
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Federal  land: 

AH  classes  of  land  owned  by  the  Federal  Government . 

Isolated  tract: 

A  parcel  of  vacant  public  lands ,  not  exceeding  1,520  acres,  which, 
is  surrounded  by  appropriated  public  lands. 

Patent : 

A  document  which  conveys  to  the  patentee  legal  title  to  public 
lands . 

Pittman  Act  entry: 

An  entry  of  public  lands  in  Nevada  made  by  an  individual  or 
association  of  individuals  who  earned  the  right  to  acquire  title 
to  the  lands  through  discovery  of  underground  sources  of  water. 

Public  auction: 

A  sale  of  lands  through  competitive,  usually  oral,  bidding. 

Public  lands  or  public  domain  lands: 

Original  public  domain  lands  which  have  never  left  Federal  owner- 
ship; also,  lands  in  Federal  ownership  which  were  obtained  by  the 
Government  in  exchange  for  public  lands  or  for  timber  on  public 
lands . 

Public  purpose: 

Any  authorized  activity  undertaken  by  a  governmental  agency  or 
unit;  also,  any  activity  which  serves  the  interest  of  the  general 
public  consistent  with  public  policy . 

Reclamation  homestead  entry: 

An  entry  initiated  under  the  Act  of  June  IT,  1902  (32  Stat.  388, 
I4.3  U.S.C.  sec.  1+3  et  seq..),  which  provides  for  the  issuance  of 
patents  to  entrymen  who  settle  upon  and  improve  agricultural  public 
lands,  not  exceeding  160  acres  in  size,  within  reclamation  projects. 

Reclamation  sale  S 

Sale  of  excess  or  non-irrigable  public  lands  within  reclamation 
projects. 

Recreational  entry: 

A  cash  entry  for  public  lands  by  a  State,  county,  municipality,  or 
other  local  governmental  agency,  or  by  a  nonprofit  organization, 
which  are  to  be  used  for  public  recreational  purposes. 

Reservation: 

A  withdrawal,  usually  of  a  permanent  nature;  also,  any  Federal  lands 
which  have  been  dedicated  to  a  specified  public  purpose. 

Reserved  land; 

Federal  lands  which  are  dedicated  or  set  aside  for  a  specific  public 
purpose  or  program,  and  which  are,  therefore,  generally  not  subject 
to  disposition  under  the  operation  of  any  of  the  public  land  laws. 
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Restoration: 

A  revocation  of  a  withdrawal  which  also  affects  the  opening  of  the 
public  lands  in  a  withdrawal;  also,  an  action  which  returns  ceded 
Indian  lands  to  tribal  ownership. 

Revocation: 

Generally,  an  action  which  cancels  a  previous  official  act;  specifi- 
cally, an  action  which  cancels  a  withdrawal. 

Selection: 

In  general,  an  application  to  acquire  title  to  public  lands  which  is 
submitted  by  an  applicant  who  acquired  the  right  to  apply  for  such 
lands  by  receipt  of  a  grant,  by  surrender  of  his  own  lands  in  an 
exchange,  by  relinquishment  of  his  rights  to  other  lands  (lieu  selec- 
tion), by  surrender  of  scrip  or  by  similar  means  (see  entry) . 

Small  tract: 

A  parcel  of  public  lands  of  5  acres  or  less  which  has  been  found 
chiefly  valuable  for  sale  or  lease  as  a  home,  recreation,  business, 
or  community  site  under  the  Act  of  June  1,  1938  (53  Stat.  609;  ^3 
U.SoC.  682  a-c),  as  amended. 

Special  land  use  permit : 

A  permit  which  authorizes  the  use  of  public  lands  for  purposes  not 
specifically  authorized,  or  forbidden,  by  law. 

Vacant  public  land:

The  perfecting  of  a  right  to  possession  of  a  mining  claim  for  min- 
ing purposes.  This  includes  the  staking  of  the  claim,  sinking  a 
discovery  shaft,  discovery  of  a  valuable  mineral,  posting  a  notice 
of  location,  and  recording  the  claim. 

L.P.G.  : 

Liquid  petroleum  gases. 

Mineral : 

Inorganic  substance  occurring  naturally,  with  characteristics  and 
economic  uses  that  bring  it  within  the  purview  of  mineral  laws;  a 
substance  that  may  be  obtained  under  applicable  laws  from  public 
lands  by  purchase,  lease  or  pre-emptive  entry. 

Mineral  classification: 

The  classification  of  lands  as  mineral  lands  which  are  lands  known 
to  contain  valuable  minerals .

Mineral  permit:

A  diagram  representing  the  plan  of  extension  of  the  cadastral  surveys 
over  unsurveyed  public  lands,  based  upon  computed  values  for  the 
corner  positions . 

Re  survey : 

A  cadastral  survey  to  identify  and  re-mark  the  boundaries  of  lands 
which  were  established  by  a  prior  survey. 

Special  survey: 

A  cadastral  survey  other  than  an  original  survey  or  resurvey.  This 
category  includes  such  work  as  small  tract  surveys;  townsites  surveys;

All  trees  and  other  woody  plants  in  the  forest. 

Master  unit : 

A  sustained  yield  operating  area  for  which  an  allowable  cut  has  been 
computed. 

MBM  or  MBF  or  M  bd.  ft. : 

Thousand  board  feet.   The  board  foot  is  a  unit  of  lumber  measurement 
one  foot  long,  one  foot  wide  and  one  inch  thick,  or  its  equivalent. 
It  is  the  standard  unit  of  measurement  in  the  logging  and  lumber  in- 
dustry by  which  standing  timber  is  measured  and  sold,  and  manufactured 
lumber  is  merchandised. 

Saw  timber : 

Trees  that  will  yield  logs  suitable  in  size  and  quality  for  the  pro- 
duction of  lumber. 

Woodland : 

Forest  lands  usually  supporting  open-grown,  widely  scattered  trees  of 
marginal  merchantability,  and  generally  more  valuable  for  watershed 
or  wildlife  protection  purposes  than  for  the  production  of  timber  for 
commercial  purposes.

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Grazing  district: 

An  administrative  subdivision  of  the  range  lands  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  established  pursuant  to  Section  3  of 
the  Taylor  Grazing  Act,  to  facilitate  management  of  their  forage  resources 

Grazing  lease: 

A  lease  which  authorizes  the  use  of  public  lands  outside  the  grazing 
districts  for  the  grazing  livestock  during  a  specified  period  of  time. 

Grazing  lease  lands: 

Lands  outside  grazing  districts,  which  are  owned,  leased,  or  otherwise 
controlled  by  the  United  States,  are  administered  by  the  Bureau  of  Land 
Management,  and  are  subject  to  leasing  for  grazing  purposes  under  the 
Alaska  Grazing  Law  of  1927,  the  Taylor  Grazing  Act  of  193^-,  the  O&C  Act 
of  1937. 

Grazing  license: 

An  authorization  which  permits  the  grazing  of  a  specified  number  and 
class  of  livestock  on  a  designated  area  of  grazing  district  lands  for 
a  period  of  time,  usually  not  in  excess  of  one  year.   Grazing  licenses 
are  issued  to  the  applicants  for  grazing  privileges  within  grazing 
districts  as  a  temporary  measure  pending  final  adjudication  of  their 
applications . 

Grazing  permit: 

An  authorization  which  permits  the  grazing  of  a  specified  number  and 
class  of  livestock  on  a  designated  area  of  grazing  district  lands 
during  specified  seasons  each  year  for  a  period  of  usually  10  years. 
Grazing  permits  are  issued  to  applicants  for  grazing  privileges  within 
grazing  districts  after  final  adjudication  of  their  applications. 
Permits  are  also  issued  authorizing  use  of  the  public  lands  in  Alaska 
for  use  by  reindeer  in  accordance  with  the  Reindeer  Act  of  1937  and  the 
regulations  provided  in  V3CFR  63. 31  to  63. 51.

Reclamation  fund: 

A  designated  fund  to  which  a  portion  of  certain  Federal  receipts  are

Rental : 

The  amount  paid  periodically  (usually  annually)  by  the  holders  of  a 
lease  in  payment  for  the  right  to  use  of  the  land  or  resources  for  the 
purposes  set  out  in  the  lease. 

Transferred  funds : 

Appropriated  funds  which  have  been  made  available  to  the  Bureau  of 
Land  Management  from  appropriations  originally  made  to  other  Bureaus 
and  Agencies.
